di Rudini, and himself assumed the 
portfolio of war. The cabinet as formed 
will be: 
Marquis di Rudini, premier and min­ 
ister of the interior. 
Gen. Ricotti, minister of war. 
Sig. Brin, minister of foreign affairs. 
Senor Perazzi, minister of the treas­ 
ury. 
Admiral Racchia, minister of marine. 
Sig. Guicciardini, minister of finance. 
Sig. Granturio, minister of Justice. 
Gen. Baldissera has been authorized 
to withdraw

ered. The report that Cassala is sur­ 
rounded by dervishes has not been con­ 
firmed. 
Dispatches from Milan and Florence 
announced a very threatening'state of 
affairs among the troops in garrison 
in those two cities.

Berlin, March 9.—The long visits ol 
Emperor William to Chancellor von 
Hohenlohe, Baron von 
Bierberstein,

the African adventure. 
The Vorwaerts leads the democratic 
section of the press with a ferocious 
attack on Italy and Sig.

A. M. Thompson, whom Janesville 
people will remember as the former 
editor of The Gazette, is writing a 
series of interesting letters dealing 
with early days. 
One of his letters 
was published in the Milwaukee Sen­ 
tinel of yesterday, and referred to 
Janesville as follows: 
“ The denial that General 
Grant 
was ever a teamster brings to my 
mind a story which tbe late Hon. A. 
Hyatt Smith of Janesville told me as 
a joke on himself, how great a mis­ 
take he made once in his life, and it 
related to his treatment of U. S. Grant. 
Mr. Smith was one of the pioneer set- j 
tiers of Janesville, and a man of con 
siderable wealth at one time, the 
owner of the water power on Rock 
river at that place, and the family was 
one of the most aristocratic and pre­ 
tentious in all Southern Wisconsin in 
that early day. 
He built the Hyatt 
house in that city, the largest hotel 
at that date in the state of Wiscon­ 
sin and it was opened about the time 
that the Northwestern railroad was 
finished to that place. 
It was burned 
down in 1865. 
Before Janesville had 
secured any railroad outlet, however, 
there was much talk about the build. 
lug of a lino between Janesville and 
Galena,'not only for the purpose of 
opening up the intervening country, 
but the old Chicago & Galena railroad 
was already in operation and it prom­ 
ised at the time to be the meet feas­ 
ible outlet 
for southern Wisconsin. 
It was during this railroad fever that 
often 
attacks isolated communities 
that a small party of business men 
and capitalists of Galena took it into 
their heads to go on a pro a c tiv e visit 
to Janesville and judge for them­ 
selves as to the feasibility of tho pro­ 
posed route take a look at the char­ 
acter of the country and select th* 
best terminus for the road. 
Air. Sm ith W as lio n . 
They 
agreed they would 
go to 
Janesville, then the best town on 
Rock river in Wisconsin, and they 
would go in their own conveyance, 
and that should bs a twc-horse lam­ 
ber wagon, there being at the time no 
stage coach advantages for carrying 
passengers between the two points. 
In due time this prospecting party ar­ 
rived at its point of destination, and 
U. S. Grant drove the team and took 
care of the horses. 
They put up at 
the Old American house on 
Main 
street, in Janesville, a tavern that was 
as 
well 
kuown 
in Southern Wis­ 
consin 
in early days as 
the 
old 
American house used to be in this city 
which used to occupy the same Bite 
that the Plankinton house now does, 
m d which was kept by the Kane*, 
father aud sons. 
A. Hyatt Smith, be­ 
ing the biggest man in the place, in 
his own estimation at least, and the 
principal proprietor of the incipient 
village, naturally paid the Galena con­ 
tingent a good deal of 
attention, 
showed them all there was to be seen, 
wined them and dined them, and be­ 
fore their departure for home, he gave 
a fine banquet at his house at which 
all “ tbe beat people” In Rock county 
were present. 


G ra n t W a* B arrad O u t. 
Just at this point of the narrative is 
where tho joke on Smith came in, as 
it was often related by himself after­ 
wards when the disturbance with the 
eleven seceding states was dually set­ 
tled at Appomattox courthouse, and 
Grant had become famous through­ 
out the world aa a soldier and was 
president of the United States. Grant 
was not invited to the banquet, Mr. 
Smith not being the sort of a man 
who was in the habit of inviting team­ 
sters and such coarse people to shove 
their dirty boots under his mahogany! 
Like U. S. Grant himself, A. Hyatt 
Smith was then a leading democrat, 
but his 
democracy was not of the 
kind that allowed the arrogation of 
peel ii distinctions, and plain Ulysses 
S. G wnt, on that memorable occa­ 
sion, fed and curried his horses, ate 
his supper in silence, and listened to 
the other fellows telling stories as 
they gathered about the bar room 
stove of the old American house, while 
tbe more favored visitors from Galena 
were regaling themselves on cham­ 
pagne and the richest viands the vil­ 
lage afforded.
